More than two years ago, Lord 
Northcliffe, the head of the chain of English news­ 
papers and magazines, in an interview, declared 
that an English syndicate controlled eighteen of the 
leading 
newspapers 
of 
America.

shouldn’t the Callaway charge be investigated? J. 
Hampton Moore of Pennsylvania is a congressional 
representative and a Republican. 
He 
threatend 
that if some member of the majority did not shortly 
introduce a resolution providing for the investiga­ 
tion of the Callaway charges that he would. 
Rep­ 
resentative Moore asserted in his speech that he 
was neither pro-German, as had been charged, nor 
pro-British, but that he was pro-American and that 
Congress ought to ho the same.

I want no dictation from Lloyd George 
any more than 1 want it from the kaiser.

burg. 
I want to he free to help rule my 
country as my country and its people ought 
to be ruled— free from any domination of 
the whole world and free from any raer- 
ceneries, whether they la* in the pulpit or in 
the hanking houses. 
Mr. Callaway*8 allegation is either true or false. 
He said that the information came to him from an 
official of the government. 
If there are American 
newspapers controlled by agencies of corruption, 
why shouldn’t the people be given the informa­ 
tion? 
Why shouldn’t they be given all the facts 
“ America F irst” should be the slogan, and not 
America playing second fiddle to any foreign pow­ 
er. 
All foreign nations and flags should look alike 
to an all-American.—Fort Worth Record
